For 
a time there was quite a flurry 
in the market, and the Dyaks 
practically sold out all the old 
family heirlooms and antique 
heads, causing a tremendous in- 
flation in the product. 

The law of supply and demand 
began to operate and the more 
ingenious Dyaks, learning early 
that tourists are the Lord’s way 
of sharing wealth, began to dry 
and stuff monkey heads and pass 
them off as being those of old 
Indians. Government, which is 
always interfering with enterprise, 
Stopped this. Today, the finest 
shrunken heads are made of rub- 
ber and are turned out in mass 
production. 


Erroneous Idea 

But, said Mr. Siahaan, the world 
never understood the ancient can- 
nibals or the head shrinkers. It 
had always been my idea, likely 
gained from looking at cartoons 
of missionaries in big black pots, 
that these captives were stewed | &

I’ had assumed that heads were 
taken and shrunk as revenge or 
fer sport. This also was an error. 

«“The primitive Dyak, who is 
Teally a fine and superior fel- 
low,’ says Mr. Siahaan, “‘believed 
. deeply in a spiritual life and in 
Spirits. If they raided an enemy 
village they never took more 
than a head or so. And these 
were of the chief, if possible, or 
some man high in the tribe. The 
idea was that the strongest spirit 
would dwell in the chief and that 
the spirit is cerittered in the head. 
Therefore, if they took away the 
chief’s head and kept it they 
would leave the enemy much 
weaker. 

And as for cannibalism, no 
well-brought-up, respectable can- 
nibal would ever think of con- 
suming an enemy for food. Nor 
were these sacrifices cooked 
whole. There really was very 
little waste. Careful frugality 
was the rule. The cannibal was 
really seeking strength. He would 
consume only the palm of the 
hand, which he believed to be 
the center of strength, or the 
area about the thumb, where 
much strength is. -

But he said if the downturn 
does not materialize, and ‘‘we 
have some money left over, we 
are going to build the permanent 
improvements that are needed’’ 
in the university system. 

Griffin also called for a stepup 
in research activities by units of 


the university system. He said 
for every dollar spent on re- 
search, $15 are returned to the 


state's economy. 

Formal thanks to the governor 
for his contributions to education 
in Georgia were extended by 
Robert O. Arnold, chairman of 
the Board of Regents. 

Griffin was introduced by state

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Legislature Needs 
Some Vitamin Pills 


For the past several years many citi- 
zens and this newspaper have pointed out 
the relative decline of influence of the 
legislative branch of Georgia govern- 
ment compared to that of the executive. 
On the eve of another General Assembly 
session, the situation still exists. 

There are remedies, of course—reme- 
dies which only the assembly itself can 
apply. They require legislative action and, 
in some instances, votes by the people on 
constitutional changes. But even these 
must be initiated by the legislators. 

Perhaps the greatest contributing fac- 
tor to the weakness of the legislative 
branch of government is the State Senate 
and the obsolete method of selecting its 
members. Under the present rotation 
system, only the 52nd Senatorial District, 
which is Fulton County, can send a sen- 
ator back for a second term. 

All other senatorial districts include 
more than one county—usually three— 
and the senatorial seat is rotated between 
then. This means that only one senator 
in éach new General Assembly can suc- 
ceed himself. The result is an entirely 
new-body each time and more frequently 
than not the majority of its members 
have had no previous legislative expe- 
rience. 

This state of affairs thus means that 
the upper legislative body always is weak. 
Its*members usually do not learn the 
score about state government until the 
session is about over. They frequently ac- 
cept legislation proposed by the adminis- 
tration and the lower house without ques- 
tion. 

Without a doubt, the Georgia State 
Senate is the weakest link in the chain 
of Georgia government. Senate Floor 
Leader Peyton Hawes agrees it should be 
strengthened by abolishing the rotation 
system. 

There are other means being talked by 
which the assembly could restore its 
traditional balance in the state scheme of 

government. As our political writer, Wil- 
liam M. Bates, pointed out recently, these 
include proposals to create a legislative 
council to give professional staff help to 
metnbers and establishment of some form 
of seniority system to govern committee 
appointments and chairmanships. 

All of these proposals deserve serious 
study and consideration by the Legisla- 
ture. Governors come and go as do Legis- 

latures. But only in the legislative branch 
is it possible to carry on a continuity of 
purpose in government objectives. In ap- 
propriations, policies and all matters of 
welfare, the legislative branch must be 
the bridge between administrations. 

"The members of the General Assembly 
alone have it in their power to restore 
the historic function of this body. Geor- 
gians hope that in the coming session— 
the final one of the Griffin administration 
—these legislators themselves will do just 
that,

They also are worried about 
efforts to. revitalize NATO and reunify 
the Western alliance. These facts alone 
prove the wisdom of our course. The Reds 
respect strength only and events have 
proved time and again their contempt for 
weakness.

This is in our 
opinion an inexcusable, petty and ill- 
timed attempt at a power grab. 

As matters now stand, Jenkins selects 
those for promotions. He also prefers 
charges against those whom he judges to 
be misfits. His actions are subject to the 
scrutiny of the Aldermanic Board’s po- 
lice committee. In virtually all depart- 
mental matters, the board has the final 
word. Chief Jenkins is in contact with the 
men. He knows what they can and can't 
do. 

Mr. Sutherland’s board gives mental 
and physical examinations to police ap- 
plicants. Those who pass are sent along 
to the chief for character studies. If they 
are acceptable, they are elected by the 
police committee for a six-months pro- 
bationary period. 

The more than 100 civilians employed 
in the Police Department are directly 
under the general civil service law. 

Now Mr. Sutherland wants to take 
charge of promotions of the officers 
themselves. He proposes to do this by 
competitive examination. 

However, there are good arguments 
against such a move. In the first place a 
“head-shrinker” psychological examina- 
tion cannot replace knowledge of the man 
himself. 

An accurate estimation of a police- 
man’s ability cannot always be made 
through the answers he writes on a ques- 
tionnaire. His job is not to be confused 
with that of a clerk, a stenographer, a 
street cleaner or others who do not toil 
under constant pressure and often danger. 

For instance, a man able to pass an 
intelligence test in the quiet and safety 
of an examination room could fly to pieces 
when confronted with a dope-crazed 
youngster armed with a gun. 

In addition to answering questions, a 
good policeman must be able to keep his 
head ... and his temper... under any 
and all circumstances. 

Let Mr. Sutherland and his crew of 
psychologists withdraw. We believe a 
chief knows his Indians.

Work Should Continue 
On Both These Dams 


Every effort should be made to avert 
the possible slowdown on work at the 
Hartwell and Fort Gaines dams. 

New budgetary considerations caus- 
ing the likelihood of the slowdown 
should be carefully weighed against the 
possibility that dragging of feet and de- 
lays in awarding contracts at this stage 
of construction will result in higher costs 
later on. 

Another factor to be guarded against 
is the tendency for slowdowns to become 
shutdowns. Army Corps of Engineers 
officials in Atlanta have expressed the 
opinion that work on the two projects 
is too far along to be abandoned. Citizens 
of Georgia and neighboring states cer- 
tainly will hope they are right. 

Meanwhile, it must be remembered 
that any time lost on completing the dams 
amounts te turning back the clock on 
realization of the many benefits, econom- 
ical and otherwise, which they will offer. 

These are not pork barrel affairs. Both 


dams are needed and they will play vital 


roles in building a healthier economy for 

the Southeast which, in turn, would pro- 

duce more tax dollars for the government. 
Let’s get on with the work.

State’s Mental Patient Commitment Laws 


Called Absurd and Unnecessarily Confused 


Atlanta — Confusion, by def- 
inition, results from the _ at- 
tempt to fuse two separate things. 
This is illustrated by the present 
law committing patients to Mil- 
ledgeville State Hospital. 

This law makes no distinction 
between “mental illness” and 
“mental incompetency.”” One is 
a medical matter and the other 
is a legal matter. Although there 
is an area in which they merge, 
there are wider areas in which 
these states are distinct and 
separate. There is no_ justifica- 
tion for the law to treat these 
two things as one and the same. 

The acme of absurdity is reach- 
ed when every patient has to be 
deprived of his or her “civil 
rights” upon being admitted to 
the Milledgeville hospital. The 
matter of mental incompetency 
should be adjudicated only when 
necessary. Ordinarily, mental ill- 
ness should be treated for the 
sickness that it is — without 
stigma and without having to 
suffer unnecessary psychological 
damage.

Having worked for the United States Information Service in Vi- 
enna, Austria, for more than seven years, I took it for granted—as 
I seemed to be familiar with so many aspects of American life—that 
every American would know what and where Austria is. 


Surprise turned to disappoint- 
ment when I found out how little 
I knew about the U.S.A. The 
streets of Washington, D.C., were 
a “‘New World” in the words’ 
truest sense. 


But I soon drew consolation 
from the words of a friendly 
barber who, upon being informed

that I had just arrived from Vi- 
enna, inquired with considerable 
interest as to how .the weather 
was in Virginia. 

Taken aback, I said it was Vi- 
enna, Austria, and he replied he 
knew Australia fairly well from 
the letters and tales of his son 
who had been there during the 
last war. This brief conversation 
made me very happy because it 
demonstrated that, at least on the 
barber level, the situation. was 
similar. 

When I went to a small restau- 
rant I was in for another sur- 
prise, finding my name on the 
menu, but happily this was just 
the abbreviation for a sausage. 

Most impressive is the disci- 
pline of drivers which, as I found 
out to my great delight, extends 
right up to the summit level. To 
this discipline I owe my first and 
only glimpse at President Eisen- 
hower whose car—en route to 


_Gettysburg—stopped at a crowd- 


ed intersection in Washington to 
wait for a red light. Being ac- 
customed to the European habit 


of sending a swarm of white- 
capped policemen to clear the 
streets for the presidential en- 
tourage, I could hardly believe 
my eyes. Here was the chief ex- 
ecutive of the strongest country 
in the world stopping his car to 
let Mr. Figby have his way. In- 
credible. 

But quite aside from this truly 
overwhelming experience, I have 
also seen cars stopping at inter- 
sections to wait for the red light 
at 2 o’clock in the morning when 
the streets were as empty as the 
Sahara Desert. I am sure that my 
fellow-pedestrians (or should I 
rather call them co-sufferers) in 
Vienna, Austria, would praise the 
Lord for such a sight and prob- 
ably forget the current saying 
that there are only two kinds of 
pedestrians, the quick ones and 
the dead ones. 

The living standard is even 
higher than I anticipated; - the 
streets are cleaner and people 
are as hospitable or even more 
sO aS any in any European. coun- 
try I visited. Their informality is 
heart-warming but there were 
also some instances when it was 
hard to distinguish informality 
from bad manners. 

As for race relations—which I 
am particularly interested in—I 
had my first experience immedi- 
ately after my arrival. Gales 
were blowing, the temperature 
seemed to be somewhere near 12 
degrees, and I was in desperate 
search of a cab: I stopped three

As Adults Shiver Home

About the time most Atlan- 
tans are shivering home to 
supper, 25 pairs of rippling 
young arms and legs are thrash- 
ing a mile’s worth in the muggy 
warmth of the Emory Univer- 
sity indoor pool. 

Echoing over the shouts and 
splashes of the boys and girls 
in the Emory Aquatic Club is 
the authoritative voice of Coach 
Ed Smyke. “What are those 
things hanging from your hips?”’ 
he demanded of one young fish 
in the clear green water and 
answered himself, “Your legs 
. . . use them.” 

And the young fish did, for 
these youngsters aged 8 to 
18 take their swimming serious- 
ly. They swim a mile (70 laps 
or lengths of the pool) three 
times a week for much more 
than the fun of it. 


“STRONG DESIRE” 


As chunky, aquatic-chested 
Mr. Smyke explained, ‘These 
members must have a strong 
desire to do something with 
competitive swimming. They 
either develop and put out or 
they’re wasting time.”’ 

The putting out has paid off 
for these watery speed demons 

the club ranks high in 
junior and senior swimming 
meets all over Georgia. From 
May to August the swimmers 
pay their own expenses to the 
meets, and the circuit amounts 
to a specialized summer camp. 

Mr. Smyke, Emory University 
swimming coach and north- 
eastern intercollegiate diving 
champion for three of his stu- 
dent years at Springfield Col- 
lege, Mass., is justifiably proud 
of his charges. 


“BEST FEMALE” 

He called 14-year-old Kappy 
Williams the best female swim- 
mer in the South, with good 
reason. Kappy has swept away 
all the junior events she can 
propel her well-trained strokes 


through, and she’s close to 
tumbling all senior event 
records. 


(Above the age of 16, swim- 
mers are classified as seniors; 
if they’re above the age of 12, 
they are still juniors but can 
compete in senior meets. ) 

In one meet recently Kappy 
set senior records in butterfly, 
freestyle and individual medley 
events and swam on two wip- 
ning relay teams. Mr. Smyke 
confidently matches 12-year-old 
Nancy Chapman against women 
swimmers, too. 

HAVALANTA FIESTA 


Some of the swimmers have 
been members since the. coach 
organized the club eight years 
ago. Its activities have grown 
with the skill of the swimmers, 
and one of the chief attractions 
of the summer season is the 
Havalanta Fiesta Week—held 
until last year alternately in 
Havana and Atlanta. ’ 

A few of the youngsters joined 
the club for health reasons, and 
Mr. Smyke carefully paces each 
individual to his own capacity 
for exercise. Result is a healthy, 
sleek collection of ‘‘bodies beau- 
tiful.’” 

Two nights a week in the 
wintertime the swimmers ar- 
rive at 7 p.m., loosen up with 
arm strokes and leg strokes for 
18 laps and then dive into time 
trials under the accurate watch 
of Mr. Smyke. They also prac- 
tice on Saturday mornings. His 
8-year-old daughter Daphne 
swims, too, and the coach adds 
an event to some meets to at- 
tract the young-fry. 

Fight-year-olds and younger 


compete in a medley event 
which includes one lap each of 
butterfly, back stroke, breast 
stroke and crawl. For 10-year- 
olds Mr. Smyke adds one length 
underwater without breaking 
surface. 

He mentioned one boy, aged 
10, who wanted desperately to 
earn his EAC patch. Most of 
the swimmers sew this club 
emblem on their suits when 
they have demonstrated a gen- 
uine interest in competitive 
swimming. But this youngster 
couldn't master underwater 
swimming. Then in a meet he 
entered the medley and swam 
a full lap underwater for the 


first time. His mother promptly 
sewed on the patch. 

Some of the boys — Jerry 
Glancy, Buck Hiles, Andy Hep- 
burn and Bobby McDonough— 
have sprung from the club to 
star on college swimming 
teams. 

Mr. Smyke would like to see 
Atlanta offer more indoor facil- 
ities for winter swimming, 
which he considers a healthful, 
useful sport. Within his club he 
has just about one problem .. . 
laughed the mentor, who's 
touched with a slight case of 
aquamania, “It’s difficult to re- 
tain young ladies after the age 
of 16 or 17.”
